STOCKHOLM, Jan. 24.—(/)— 
Apparently preparing the Ger- 
mans for news of a disastrous de- 
feat on the eastern front, the Ber- 
lin newspaper Boersen Zeitung 
and Voelkischer Beobachter re- 
called today the conditions of 
1918, “when the weakness of the 
Germans on the home front forced 
Germany to capitulate.” 

The paper declared that sacri- 
fices at Stalingrad have “obliged 


all the people to stand up under | 


all difficulties. A lost war 
lost future.” 

“For the first time in this war, 
Germany faces reverses of a cer- 


tain importance,” Karl Megerle 


wrote in the paper, according to 


dispatches from Berlin. 

Megerle then compared the Ger- 
mans’ position with that of Rome 
threatened by Hannibal, and with 
the English during the Battle of 
Britain. 

“Rome once was in danger of 
her life when threatened by Han- 
nibal, but she triumphed,” this 
journalist said. “England has with- 
stood a serious reverse, even a Cca- 
tastrophe. The Germans will

Espiritu Santo Raid. 

The first air attack of the war 
on Espiritu Santo was _ reported 
Friday in a communique’ which 
said that a single plane dropped 
several bombs but caused no dam- 
age. 

Details were also lacking on the 
results of the night attack on the 
American field at Guadalcanal. It 
was delivered by more than one 
enemv bomber. 

American air operations covered 

today’s report began Friday 
morning when a Flying Fortress 
attacked Rekata Bay on Santa 
Isabel Island and started several 
fires. That place has been used 
by the enemy at various times as 
a seaplane base and on one occa- 
sion many weeks ago the instal- 
lations there were reported to 
have been entirely destroyed by 
bombing attacks 

On Saturday morning a Navy 
Catalina patrol bomber started the 
parade of destruction to Munda on 
New Georgia Island, where the 
Japanese apparently. have a fairly 
well-develoned but much battered 
airfield.

Point rationing, to go into effect early in February, will be the 
solution to this problem which faces many war-busy women to- 
day. The problem was presented by Mrs. J. M. Flanigen, of 245 
Third avenue, S. E., who wrote: 

“This is a request for information and not to be considered a 
complaint of any kind. 

“First, I live in East Lake one mile from the shopping center at 
Kirkwood. I shop once a week for a family of six—myself, husband, 
sons 17 and 9 and daughters 15 and 10. I teach school all week which 
makes it almost impossible to get to the grocery any day but Satur- 
day. By doing the menus by the week I can cook more economical- 
ly than by hasty preparation. 

“Second, I went to Kirkwood last Saturday and I 
was planning to use three cans (No. 2) grade C tom- 
atoes for the week. There was mo price ceiling post- 
ed. Price quoted was 11 cents per can. I was only 
allowed two cans. No explanation. I was informed 
‘it was orders.’ 

“I have been shopping in this center for about 10 
years, so | am known and I can say, fairly, I’: never argue over 
prices and pay my bills as I go. I am most anxious to do everything 
possible to help the food situation and am teaching just for the dura- 
tion. I would certainly not buy more than my share at any time.

I have looked over Problem Is To Get Food 


For Week on Single Trip 


“My problem is—shall I reduce my menu to fit the two cans of 
tomatoes per week or should I spend gas for another trip to the 
grocery during the week? It is impossible for me to walk and carry 
the heavy groceries as it is down one long hill and up another. 

“Please tell me what to do in such circumstances. There 
plenty of crooked ways, but what is the right and proper way?” 

There are no government orders that grocery stores limit the 
purchases of any articles except sugar and coffee, sales of which 
are controlled by ration coupons. However, in cases where it is ap- 
parent that runs on certain commodities may result from unlimited 
sales, OPA has said that it will back up stores which find it neces- 
Sary to take such steps. 

In most of the local grocery stores—particularly in the chain 
stores—managers have made it a policy to allow purchases over 
the store’s limit in the case of large families. 

Since Mrs. Flanigen is known to the merchants at Kirkwood. 
OPA advises that she have a frank talk with the manager of the 
store where she trades, explaining that she does her shopping once 
weekly and that she is buying for six. 

Most chain store managers have been instructed to allow 
ficient purchases in such cases.

Befofe women began to take 
over in industry, the common cold 
was blamed for the loss of 90 mil- 
lion working days every year. And 
‘women are said to be twice as sus- 
ceptible to colds as men! So now 
what? Women are due to get 
tough. Time out means a longer 
war. 

You may be able to put your 
finger on whatever it is that 
usually gives you a cold—and 
dodge it. When do you get the 
sniffles? When you have been 
staying up late every night? Or 
when you get your feet wet, sit 
in a draft, or eat too much rich 
food? 

You may be one of the people 
who require eight to nine hours’ 
sleep a night and can’t get along 
on less. Don’t try to. Make a 
habit of going to the early movie 
and learn to say “no” to invita 
tions that keep you up late during 
the work week. 


You can’t help getting your feet 
wet when you are caught in a 
sudden shower. But you don’t 
have to let them stay wet. That 
is what does the damage. Why 
not keep a spare pair of both 
shoes and stockings at the place 
where you work? And if you are 
caught in the rain on your way 
home, take a hot foot bath. 

An easy way to catch a cold is 
to work up a perspiration, then 
become chilled. You should cool 
off before going out. But even if 
you are not perspiring don’t go 
out into the cold without first put- 
ting on warm clothing. And itjs 
just common sense to avoid work- 
ing or sitting around in a draft. 

Keep your resistance up and 
you are not nearly so apt to catch 
a cold every time you are exposed. 


Rest Is Best Precaution 
For Dodging Common Cold

But you may be particularly sus- 
ceptible. Then take extra precau- 
tions—run from the person who 
has a cold, and try to stay out of 
crowds when there is an epidemic. 
Whenever the person with a cold 
opens his mouth to cough, sneeze, 
laugh or even talk, germ-laden 
droplets are sprayed into the air. 
Or, you may get a cold from a 
handshake. If you shake hands 
with a person before noticing he 
has a cold, immediately wash your 
hands—don’t touch your hands to 
your face or to food until you do. 


If a member of your family has 
a cold, all the dishes, glasses and 
silver he uses should be boiled for 
five minutes before being passed 
along to anyone else. If it’s the 
cook, she ought to take a holiday 
—otherwise the germ can be pass- 
ed along in food and go the rounds 
of the household. And, speaking 
of food, it’s a cold preventive to 
avoid overloading your digestive 
system with rich, heavy food. 


But if you get a cold in spite 
of all your wartime precautions, 
rest is the best cure. You can 
feel a cold coming on. Go to bed 
as soon as you get off from work. 
Don’t wait until you feel really 
sick. The extra four to five hours 
in bed may be enough to put you 
back on your feet. Besides get- 
ting the extra rest, drink lots of 
liquids—hot broth, soups, fruit 
juices and water. You may al» 
need a mild laxative. But if you 
don’t feel like going back to your 
job the next day, stay in bed. You 
will throw off your cold much 
more quickly. It is better to do 
that than to drag along, then per- 
haps have to take off several days 
and, in the meantime, pass your 
cold around to other workers.

Suggestions to Promote Sound Sleep 


Children with adenoids or ex- 
tremely large tonsils or both often 


have nightmares, 

So do adults who sleep under 
excessive covers or in a poorly 
ventilated foom. 

Disturbing, frightful or vividly 
unpleasant dreams commonly oc- 
cur to invalids who are subject to 
certain chronic diseases we need 
not mention nere, disease condi- 
tions which oxygen deficit in the 
tissues or cells of the body. 

In short, disturbing dreams or 
nightmares are directly attributa- 
ble to oxygen deficit, in my opin- 
ion. That is, for one reason or 
another insufficient oxygen is de- 
livered to the tissues and cells. 

Excessive eating, drinking, 
smoking is well known to cause 
insomnia and disturbing dreams 
or nightmares. I believe all of 
these factors disturb sleep by pro- 
ducing oxygen deficit, or “‘anoxia,” 
as physicians call it. 

To promote sound sleep and 
prevent frightful dreams, these 
general suggestions may be help- 
ful: 

1. Darkened room, well venti- 
lated, preferably cool or cold air, 
never heated. 

2. Comfortable mattress and 
springs, not too soft, not sagging 
in the middle. The lightest covers 
consistent with comfort. Thick 
pillow, thin pillow, or no pillow, 
as you prefer. 

3. Sleep in any posture or posi- 
tion you prefer, though generally 
relaxation is easiest if you curl up 
more or, less, like an animal, and 
matter whether your 
head is toward the north pole, the 
south pole, or your Aunt Harriet’s 
clothes pole. | 

4. Never take yesterday’s or to- 
morrow’s problems or schemes to 
bed with you. When you hit the 
hay always be a child again and 


let your reveries be on happy 
childhood experiences which have 
no unpleasant association —re- 
enact your role in some such ex- 
perience in every detail. 


5. If it is no go, don’t lie there 
and squirm and feel sorry for 
yourself, Get up and write a let- 
ter or read a book or do knitting 
or crocheting for an hour or two 
—these occupations help to get 
your mind off from yourself.
